Pursuant to the instructions of Captain W.P, Oannaway the undersigned 
officers conducted an investigation at the Allright Parking System, 1208 
Ccrameroe Street, The following report is the results of that investigation. 

Bis undersigned interviewed Mr, Garnett Claud Hallmark , the General 
Manager for the Allri^it Parking System. Mr. PlallmarV stated that he was 
not present when SUBJECT is reported to have applied for a Job, and that 
no written application was made by SUBJECT for employment. Mr. Hallmark 
stated that he does not believe that SUBJECT was at the location- He thinks 
that perhaps seme of his employees are mistaken.

18 03 Fuller 
Drive, DA-7 -1086 . This was the first interview with Mr. Montgomery as 
he was not present during the initial investigation. Mr. Montgomery 
stated that he was present when SUBjeCT applied for employment. He stated 
that he could not remember how SUBJECT was dressed. He stated that SUBJECT 
was at the location at approximately 8:00AM to 9:00AM. He stated that 
SUBJECT stayed at the location approximately thirty (30) minutes. Mr. 
Montgomery was shown the aforementioned identification photograph* and 
he selected the wrong photograph. He selected photograph number 1(9152. 
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Identification number 1*9152 belongs to one Robert Lee Moran.
